AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF PALM 
BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 92-24; 
PROVIDING FOR A REALLOCATION OF A PORTION OF THE FILING 

FEE DISTRIBUTED TO THE LAW LIBRARY FUND; PROVIDING FOR 

INCREASED SERVICE CHARGES FOR INSTITUTING A CIVIL ACTION 

FOR THE BENEFIT OF A PUBLIC GUARDIANSHIP PROGRAM PURSUANT 

TO SECTION 28.241, FLORIDA STATUTES; PROVIDING FOR 

EXPENDITURE OF FUNDS; PROVIDING FOR CLARIFICATION OF 

FILING FEE MAXIMUM AMOUNTS; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF 

ORDINANCES IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; 

PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND 

ORDINANCES; AND PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has approved the 
creation of a Public Guardianship Pilot Project under the auspices 
of the Legal Aid Society of Palm Beach County, Inc.; and 

WHEREAS, Section 28.241(1), Florida Statutes, authorizes the 
County to impose, by ordinance, a fee of up to $10.00 for each 
Civil action filed in the circuit court for the payment of costs 
associated with public guardianships; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners desires to increase 
the service charges of parties instituting a civil action for the 
payment of the costs associated with public guardianships; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners declares it to be 
in the best interest of the public to increase the service charges 
as authorized by Section 28.241, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, it has been recommended by the Criminal Justice Cost 
Containment Committee that the portion of the filing fee allocated 
to the law library be reduced, resulting in an increase in fees to 
meet other needs within the judicial system; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners accepts’ the 
Committee's recommendation, recognizing the benefit that will be 
realized in other areas of the criminal justice system which serves 
the citizens of Palm Beach County. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 


COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that:

a Forty-five percent (45%) of the Court Facility Fees shall 
be remitted to the Board of County Commissioners to be used 
for providing and maintaining court facilities. Monies in 
this account shall be expended only to pay for court-related 
appropriations in the county budget authorized by the Board of 
County Commissioners. 

2% Five percent (5%) of the Court Facility Fees shall be 
retained by the Clerk of the Circuit Court to pay costs 
incurred by the Clerk in performing services and maintaining 
the public records of the courts. 

37 Fifty percent (50%) of the County Facility Fees shall be 
remitted to the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach 
County on a monthly basis by the Clerk for deposit in the

The Clerk shall forward four ($4.00) dollars 
of each service charge derived from the imposition of the 
service charge in the county's mediation-arbitration 
account fund. The Clerk shall forward one ($1.00) dollar 
of each service charge collected to the State Courts 
Administrator on a monthly basis. At the end of each 
fiscal year, the balance of funds in the mediation- 
arbitration fund shall remain in the funds for the next 
fiscal year.

IANSHIPS, PURSUANT TO SECTION 28.241(1 FLORIDA STATUTES. 
A. ASSESSMENT OF FEE AND COLLECTION PROCEDURES: 

There is hereby levied an additional $3.50 fee in all 
circuit civil’ actions filed Mtincluding Circuit Civil, 
Family Division, and Probate and Guardianship Divisions) 
for the payment of costs associated with public 
guardianships. As required by Section 28.241(1), Florida 
Statutes, the County shall match these funds from county 
general revenue. All fees collected pursuant to this 
section shall be remitted monthly to the Board of County 


Commissioners for further disbursement to the Treasurer 
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of the Legal Aid Society of Palm Beach County, Inc., to 
be administered in a fund to be known as the Guardianship 
Fund.

of this ordinance is for any reason held by the court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not 
affect the remainder of this ordinance. 
ARTICLE IV. INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, 
Florida. The sections of this ordinance may be *renumbered or 
relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be 
changed to "section", "article", or any other appropriate word. 
ARTICLE V. EFFECTIVE DATE
